While employed at the Headquarters 
of the Ministry of External Affairs/Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry they will be designated as Section Officers and 
sometimes Administrative Officers. While Serving in Indian 
Missions abroad, their designation will be Registrars, although 
for local purposes they may be called Attaches with diplomatic 
status. . 

(f) Section Officers will be eligible for promotion to Grade 
I of the General Cadre of the IFS(B) in the scale of Rs. 900 
—50—1250, in accordance with the rules in force from time 
to time in this behalf. 

(g) Officers of Grade I of the General Cadre of the . 
IFS(B) will in turn be eligible for appointment to posts in 
the Senior scale of the IFS(AT in the scale of pay of Rs. 900 
(6th year or under) — 50 — 1000- — 60 — 1600 — 50 — 1800, in 
accordance with the rules in force from time to time in this 
behalf. 

(h) The Indian Foreign Service, Branch (B) is confined 
to the Ministry of External Affairs and Indian Missions 
abroad and the officers appointed to this service are not 
normally liable to transfer to other Ministries except the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry. They are, however, 
liable to serve anywhere inside or outside India. 

(i) During Service abroad, IFS(B) officers are granted 
foreign allowance in addition to their basic pay at rates which 
may be sanctioned from time to time, depending upon the 
cost of living etc. of the countries concerned. In addition, 
the following concessions are also admissible during service 
abroad, in accordance with the IFP(PLCA) Rules, 1961, as 
made applicable to I.F.S.(B) Officers : — 

(i) Free furnished accommodation according to the 
scale prescribed by the Government. 

(ii) Medical Attendance Facilities under the Assisted 
Medical Attendance Scheme. 

(iii) Return air passages to India and back to the place 
of duty abroad up to a maximum of two throughout 
an officer’s service, for special emergencies such as 
the death or serious illness of an immediate relation 
in India as may be defined by the Government. 

(iv) Annual return air passage for children between the 
ages of 8 and 18 studying in India to visit their 
parents during the long vacation subject to certain 
conditions. 

(v) An allowance for the education of children up to a 
maximum of two children between the ages of 5 
and 18 at rates prescribed by Government from 
time to time. 

(vi) Outfit allowance in connection with service abroad, 
in accordance with the prescribed rules and at rates 
fixed by Government from time to time. In addition 
to ordinary outfit allowance, special outfit allowance 
is admissible to officers posted in countries, where 
abnormally cold climatic conditions exist. 

(vii) Home leave passage for officers and their families 
in accordance with the prescribed rules. 

(j) The revised Leave Rules, 1933, as amended from time 
to time, will apply to members of the service, subject to 
certain modifications. For service abroad, except in some 
neighbouring countries, officers are entitled to an additional 
credit of leave to the extent of 50 per cent of leave admissible 
under the Revised Leave Rules. 

. (k) While in India, officers are entitled to such conces- 
sions as are admissible to other Central Government servants 
of equal and similar status. 

(I) Officers of the IFSfB) are governed by the General 
Provident Fund (Central Services) Rules. 1960, as amended 
from time to time and by orders issued thereunder. 

_ (m)' Officers appointed to this service are governed by the 
Liberalised Pension Rules, 1950, as amended from time to 
time and by orders issued thereunder.

Direct recruitment" is made to the posts of Section Officers 
and Assistants. 

(b) Officers recruited direct as Section Officers will be on 
probation for two years during which they will undergo 
such training and pass such departmental tests as may be 
prescribed by Government. Failure to show sufficient pro- 
gress in the course of training or to pass the tests will result 
in the discharge of the Probationer from service. 

(c) On the conclusion of his period of probation, the 
Government may confirm the officer in his appointment, or 
if his work or conduct has, in the opinion of Government, 
been unsatisfactory. Government may either discharge him 
from the service of may extend his period of probation for 
such further period as Government may think fit. 

(d) If the power to make appointments in the service is 
delegated by Government to any officer, that officer may 
exercise any of the powers of Government described in the 
above clauses. 

(e) Section Officers' who have acquired sufficient experience 
by working in the sections in the Secretariat will normally 
be heads of Sections while Assistant Director/Under Secretary 
will norimally be incharge of branches consisting of one or 
more sections. 

(f) Section Officers will be eligible for promotion as 
Assis'tant Director/Under Secretary in accordance with the 
rules in force from time to time in this behalf. 

(g) Assistant Director/Under Secretary will be eligible for 
appointment t<> higher posts in the Railway Boards’ Secre- 
tariat. 

(h) The Railway Board’s Secretariat Service is confined 
to the Ministry of Railways and the staff are not liable to 
transfer to other Ministries as in the Central Secretariat 
Service. 

(i) The staff employed in the Ministry of Railways are 
entitled to the priviledge of passes and Privilege Ticket Orders 
on the same scale as admissible to Railway Officers. 

(j) Officers including probationers of the Railway Board 
Secretariat Service recruited under these rules : — 

(a) will be governed by the Railway Pension Rules; and 

(b) shall subscribe to the State Railway Provident Fund 
(non-contributory) under the Rules of that fund as 
amended from time to time. 

(k) As regards leave and other conditions of service, 
officers of the Railway Board Secretariat Service will be 
treated similar to other Class I and Class IT Officers on 
Railways but in the matter of Medical facilities they will 
be governed by the Rules applicable to other Central Govern- 
ment employees headquartered at New Delhi.

These towns account for a population of 14,973 thousand out of a total population of 60,078 thousand in the 
country in 443 towns, each having a population of 30,000 and over. The number of Births and Deaths 
recorded in these towns were 5,116 and 2,094 registered Births and Deaths Rate of 17 '8 and 7-3 per 
thousands of population respectively. Information has not been received from Assam, Bihar, Chandigarh, 
Gujarat, Himachal Pradesh, J. & K-, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Madras, Maharashtra, Mysore, Orissa, 
Pondicherry, and West Bengal states. The tabic 4 gives the registered rates for the different States for the 
current week and the corresponding week of last years.

(The table 5 below shows the annual vital rates for each of the years 1959-63 foi all municipal towns, each 
With population 30,000 and over based on the final yearly data. The annual rates for 1962 to 1965 compiled 
from the weekly figures, which were published front time to lime in this Supplement, are also shown to 
draw attention to their possible use in tracing current trends. 

Appropriate adjustments in the population base were made in cases, where the data for any town could not 
be included. The rates foi Slates not shown are much too deficient for being presented. L'ven the data for 
States, which a;e shewn are deficient to a vatying degree. Registration is incomplete in these States also and a 
fair percentage of births and deaths fail to be reported to the Registrar. Efforts are being made to improve the 
completeness. 

l iie two scs of rates for 1963 — one based on the annual returns and the other on weekly returns — arc 
Andhra Pradesh, Maharashtra and Punjab presented to give an idea of the extent of variation between the final 
and the weekly figures. The two agree closely in the case of Andhia Pradesh, Maharashtra and Punjab only 
otherwise for other States the difference is quite appreciable. However, the rates for all the eight States 
combined agree fairly well showing that, perhaps with emphasis on the improvement of the completeness of State 
figures, they may help in a study of current trends.)
